The chief executive spoke before 


an audience gathered under aus- 
pices of the American Legion to 
celebrate tho tenth anniversary of 
the signing of the Armistice. He 
lauded the services 
of 
General 


Pershing and Admiral Slmms, de- 
tailed the economic results of the 
war and what he considered 
its 


"spiritual" benefits, reiterated his 
stand for the maintenance of ade- 
quate naval defenses and entei'ed 
a fervent appeal for world peace. 


Declaring the question of Ameri- 


ca's duty to Europe had received 
a wide discussion on both sides of 
the Atlantic, Mr. Coolidge asserted 
that America had acknowledged \ 
the existence of such duties and 
had tried to meet them. 


Not Alone In Errors. 


"They are not all on one side, 


however," he said, "they are mu- 
tual. 
We have sometimes been 


reproached for lecturing Europe, 
but probably ours arc not the only 
people who sometimes engage 
in 


gratutitous criticism and advice. 
We have also been charged with 
pursuing a policy of isolation. We 
are not the only people either who 
desire to give their attention to 
their own affairs. 
It is quite evi- 


dent that both of the claims can 
not be true. I think no informed 
person at home or abroad would 
blame us for not intervening in af- 
fairs which are peculiarly the con- 
cern of others to adjust, or, when 
we are asked for help, for stating 
clearly the terms on which we are 
willing to respond." 


Mr. Coolidge said that the Ameri- 


can position could "truthfully

characterized as one of patience, 
consideration , restraint

Early reports that the Japanese 


steamer Ohio 
Maru 'was standing 


by were definitely contradicted by 
later advices and it seems probable 
that the coast guard destroyer D.a- 
vis, due at the scene at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon, 
would be the first 


to arrive. 
By that time it was 


feared the little boats might be 
scattered and 
that 
approaching 


darkness would seriously hamper 
the work of rescue. 


First word of the distress of the 


Vestris came in 
an S O S call 


shortly after 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing and at once a dozen steamers 
and numerous 
government craft 


turned from their paths in a race 
to the rescue. The wireless of the. 
Vestris continued brief messages 
until 1:25 this afternoon, at which 
time the radio operator announced 
he would be able to send no more 
and was therefore joining tho pas- 
sengers and crew who had already 
taken to the boats. 


From time to time on there was 


silence, and no more information 
was possible until one of the rescue: 
boats should reach tho scene. 


The messages received from the 


Vestris told of the great danger 
and described 'the ship before the 
passengers left her as lying on her 
side with the decks 
awash, but 


nothing was said as to the cause of 
her distress. Apparently there had 
been no collision, as no other ship 
was mentioned and the most wide- 
ly held theory was that tossed by 
waves still running from a week- 
old storm the Vestris had shifted 
cargo to such an extent that th« 
ship had been twisted sideways un- 
til the seas ran into her.

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GREAT MEN'S VOICES. 
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The interesteing discov- 


ery is made, as the result of 
the hasty statement of an 
English newspaper that only 
one phonograph record of 
Lord Tennyson's voice has 
been preserved, that not 
only several records made 
by the poet are in existence 
but the voices of a number 
of other well-known men of 
the Victorian period have al- 
so been saved for posterity. 
It will doubtless prove sur- 
prising to many that 
phonograph was used 
iuch purposes so long ago. 


Thomas A. Edison, inven- 


tor of the talking machine, 
is still so Active a figure in 
the scientific world that we 
are prone to forget that it 
was nearly half a century 
ago that he evolved this 
wonderful instrument. 
It 


was in 1877, while seeking 
to improve Bell's telephone 
transmitter, that Edison pro- 
d u c e d the phonograph. 
In its earliest 
form the 


sounds were recorded ver- 


on soft sheets of 


Ffastened around a 


metal cylinder. In 1885 Al- 
exander Graham Bell and 
Sumner Tainter p r o d u ti- 
ed the ^graphophone, 
in 


which a wax cylinder was 
substituted for the 
tinfoil 


and two years later Emil 
Berliner, a German, invent- 
ed the first disc machine, to 
which he gave the name of 
gramophone. 


After the death of Enrico 


Caruso much gratification 
was expressed that his voice 
would continue to be heard 
on the phonograph. 
Some 


of the commentators wrote 
as if this were something 
new- 
But apparently 
this 


use for the machine was 
seen from the start. 
-The 


Tennyson records are of his 
poems recited 
by himself. 


Gladstone made a phono- 
graph record of a speech 
which was to be conveyed 
in this form to a meeting in 
New York. Florence Night- 
ingale's voice is preserved 
in these words: 
"God bless 


my old comrades at Bala- 
klava and bring them safe 
to shore." P. T. Barnum 
recorded the following in 
1890: 
"I congratulate the 


world through the medium 
of that wonderful -invention, 
Edison's phonograph, that 
my voice, like my show, will 
reach future 
generations 


and be heard centuries aft- 
er I have joined the great 
and, as I believe, happy ma- 
jority." 
Queen 
Victoria 


had her voice recorded for 
the benefit of King Meneiik 
of Abyssinia, but directed 
that the record be destroyed 
after he heard it. 
These, of course, 
are 


mere fragments, as compar- 
ed with the records that will 
be left by eminent persons 
hereafter. There are a good 
many records of Roosevelt, 
Taft, Wilson, Harding, Per- 
shing and other illustrious 
figures of the Twentieth cen- 
tury. 
Their personalities 


have also been preserved, in 
motion pictures. 
A com- 


plete pictorial record, has 
been made of the events in 
Harding's 
administration. 


The administrations of three 
of his predecessors are 
shown in part. 


The records will not only 


be entertaining 
to future 


generations. They will have 
great historical value. The 
phonograph records will be 
important as showing how 
English was spoken by the 
cultured men of this age. 
They will help to give the 
people of later centuries a 
more accurate understand- 
of our times than we have 
of the people of past cen- 
tures.

IN DEFENSE OF JURIES. 


* 


The seed of jury justice, 


found in France, nurtured 
in England, and transplant- 
ed to every continent, now 
thrives over two-thirds of 
the land area of the world. 
E m p l o y e d originally by 
King Charles of Burgundy 
to collect taxes and later by 
William the Conqueror to 
take the English census, the 
jury system has finally be- 
come, in this day, a symbol 
of justice to.men in many 
nations. 


Japan is the latest nation 


to place the jury system in 
operation. 
Although 
the 


jury law was passed by the 
Japanese 
legislature 
six 


years ago, it went into effect 
only a month ago. It was 
necessary to rebuild 
the 


courtrooms before granting 
accused persons the right to 
demand trial before "twelve 
good men and true." 


Americans do not find 


trial by jury as perfect as 
the needs of justice demand, 
but the rest of the world is 
finding it better 
than all 


substitutes yet devised. The 
jury system has many critics 
of that common species 
which has nothing to offer 
for the institution it would 
destroy. 


The faults of the jury are 


the faults of humanity. 
A 


jury is only as good as the 
rhen and women comprising 
it. The more intelligent the 
men and women in the jury 
box the nearer the scales of 
Justice balance. 
Where 


trial by jury breaks down it 
is because of corruption. 
The system merely reflects 
man's imperfect* workman- 
ship. 


A FARM CENSUS. 


It is difficult to see just 


what value will attach to the 
world agricultural census to 
be taken in 1930. In Afri- 
ca, for instance, the values 
of such a census would be 
upset within a short time- by 
rapid changes, It is also 
clear that the methods for 
the development of agricul- 
ture there have no meaning 
for the United States, nor 
has the advanced agricul- 
ture of America, with its in- 
tricate modern mechanism, 
anything in common with 
the 
primitive 
agriculture 


found in Asia. South Amer- 
ican lands are so largely un- 
developed that their agricul- 
tural interests are for the 
most part at the stage of 
those of the United States a 
century ago, 


A comparison of the con- 


ditions which are unrelated, 
and the collection of experi- 
ences which cannot be util- 
ized elsewhere can hardly 
provide a valuable guide to 
the soil resources of the 
world or altar in any way 
existing distributive proces- 
ses. 


The world's need in the 


way of a world survey of 
agriculture is information 
that will assist the farmer 
to keep production down to 
the level of consumption and 
prevent going to extremes 
in land reclamation. The 
proposed census will prove 
of real service to the farmer, 
individually and collectively, 
if it achieves this. 
If 
the 


aim is simply to ascertain, 
in the 
rough, just what 


things to eat are found in a 
state of nature as well as 
under cultivation through- 
out all the earth, the result 
would be a set of tables 
which would have little re- 
levancy to economic condi- 
tions- 


LOOKING FORWARD. 


New York's proposed $13.- 


000,000 elevated speedway 
is a reminder of the tremen- 
American cities in their fran- 
tic efforts to relieve conges- 
tion and expedite travel. 
The speedway is not what 
its name would seem to sig- 
nify—a course for automo- 
bile racing—but is merely 
part of a plan to secure bet- 
ter communication between 
uptown and downtown New 
York. 


If there is any lesson at 


all to be drawn from, such 
projects, it may be found >n 
the need for intelligent mu- 
nicipal planning and in the 
exercise of sound judgment 
in determining 
when 
and 


where major municipal im- 
provements should be made. 
In most cities developments 
are embarked upon without 
giving much heed to relative 
importance. 
City adminis- 


trations push projects which 
attract public favor. The 
public indorses them be- 
cause they may be all right, 
but without paying much at- 
tention to the order in which 
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they should be undertaken 
arid whether the adopted 
remedy is the best remedy. 


Municipal 
experts - insist 


that cities in their improve- 
ment programs should plan 
not less than ten years 
ahead. .Thus would time be 
allowed for study. 


Most traffic troubles can 


be traced to lack of vision. 
Vision is the best dollar sav- 
er in municipal administra- 
tion. 
And by vision is not 


meant miraculous powers of', 
seeing into the future. Most 
traffic problems cast their 
shadows before them.

ing possessions, foreign commerce 
nnd investments, and particularly 
its lack of fueling stations and of 
merchant vessels capable of mount- 
ing five and six inch gune. He de- 
clared that based ' on needs, the 
United States is entitled to more 
warships than a nation which hat 
these advantages. 
The president reviewed the ef- 


forts of the last decade toward re- 
duction of naval armaments and 
the development and acceptance of 
the Kellogg-Briand treaty ouUaw- 
ing war. This pact, he said, "is 
the most complete and will be the

peace that wae ever devised."

There is

TROUBLES FEATURED WEEK 


IN WORLD-WIDE EVENTS 


(By The Associated Press.) 
Parties 
and 
governments 
in 


many parts of the world had a 
busy week, what with an enthrone- 
ment, two national elections, 
the 


fall of four cabinets and the con- 
vening of two parliaments. 
In Japan. Hlrohito formally took 


the throne in the ancient capital of 
Kyoto as the 124th of the imperial 
line which stretches back in un- 
broken succession to the pro-his- 
toric days before the Christian era. 


This 27-year-old emperor is

stranger to his role for ho was ap- 
pointed regent seven years ago be- 
cause of the illness of his father, 
who died on December 25, 1926. 


The United States elections were 


followed quickly by the announce- 
ment of Herbert Hoover that he 
would make a tour of South Amer- 
ica before 
taking office.

pressed enthusiasm for the project. 


Nicaragua Still Unsettled. 


Whether the elections a 
week 


ago in Nicaragua, peaceful as tho 
result of the long efforts of 
the 
Marines, will solve the difficulties 
of that country, seems somewhat 
in doubt in view of the results.

General 
Jose 


Maria Moncada, was elected by a 
majority of more than 19,000 but 
he will have a senate deadlocked 
between Conservatives and Liberals 
and a lower house in which the 
opposition has a bare majority. 


European 
cabinets which

were those of France, 
Rumania 
and Portugal. 
J. B. M. Hcrtzog, 


premier of the union of South Afri- 
ca caused the resignation of the 
government of that country in ord- 
er to rid himself of a minister 


whose attitude toward native labor 
unions he considered unduly friend- 
ly. The causes of the Lisbon crisis 
were not clear but in any 
case 
Premier Vicente Frietas had 
no 


difficulty in forming a new gov- 
ernment.

ASSURANCE ~~GIVEN 
THAT 


CONSTRUCTION WORK WILL 


START EARLY 1929 


BATON ROUGE, La., Nov. 10.— 
—The Intracoaatal Canal asso- 


ciation of Louisiana and Texas ad- 
journed its twenty-fourth annual 
meeting here Saturday with the as- 
surance that construction work on 
the proposed coastwise waterway 
from the Mississippi river to the 
Rio Grande valley would be under 
wa yearly in 1929 and open to nav- 
igation within the next four years.

CATANIA, Sicily, Nov. 9. 


(AP)—Mascali, 
once 
the 


home of 10,000 persons, to- 
day -\yas a mass of lava and 
shooting flames. Three per- 
sons whose escape was cut 
off perished in the molten 
stream rolling down the 
slopes of Mount Etna. 


The onrush of the tnree principal 
Java streams which had threaten- 
ed the region between Mascali and 
the sea, however, seemed to have 
diminished in intensity. 
The disaster so stunned the sim- 
ple folk of the countryside 
that 
gendarmes and firemen sent to the 
scene from 
Catania sometimes 
found it necessary to use force to 
drive them to places of safety. 
The three casualties were a fath- 
er, son and grandson named Pisto- 
rio^ They had returned to their 
home to save household goods and 
as they slept the lava surrounded 
the dwelling. 
Fellow 
townsmen 
were forced to watch death over- 
take the three from beyond 
the 
lake of lava. 


The spectacle of relentlessly flow- 
Ing lava seemed to exercise a terri- 
ble fascination on men and beasts. 
A number of cats were lured into 
Mascali by tho fiery sight and de- 
stroyed by the molten mass. Birds 
which hovered over the river of 
lava, were caught by the fumes 
and fluttered down, into the 
fire 
like dead leaves. 
Two poor peasant women tear- 
fully begged the n.uthofities for per- 
mission to disinter the body of one 
of their relatives so as to bury it 
in a. safer place.
